Behind the Fort Hays State gridiron machine, planning new 
methods of attack, spotting weaknesses, and working to overcome 
them is Coach Paul Waldorf* Starting his third year as mentor of the 
u Western Kansas University/' Waldorf has no easy task set before 
him. Although he has nineteen letfcermen, including some brilliant 
backfield men, he is confronted with the problem of developing a 
line cornp arable to his forward walls of the preceding years. Graduation 
took Waldorf's strongest linemen, such as G, Mitchell, Skubal, Randall, 
and Sampson* The Fort Hays State mentor is faced with the necessitv 
of filling in those gaps, 

Paul began his career at Baker University, where to this day a 
not too old “grad,” will reminisce, “Remember when Paul Waldorf 
played halfback,” Waldorf furthered his education at the University 
of Arizona where he received his master’s degree. For the last two 
years Paul has attended the summer school at the University of 
Wisconsin. 

During his coaching experience, Waldorf had two years at Went- 
worth Military Academy, in Missouri. He rme to Fort Hays State 
campus from McKendree College, Lebanon, Illinois, where he coached 
for .three years. During the seasons nf 1933 and 1935 McKendree 
College was ruuner-up in the “Little Nineteen Conference.” 

Under the guidance of Coach Waldorf, th e Fort Hays State 
football squad of eighty members, about half of whom arc new 
nem. are beginning to look like a really united, cog-clicking football 
machine. 

One 
in ter sectional battle takes the squad to Flagstaff, Arizona, versus the 
Northern Arizona league. Four games are scheduled for the "B” squad.

Request for time out more than three times during a half. 

Illegal delay of a game by either team. 

Failure of substitute to report. 

Violation of kick-off formation. 

Position of players in a scrimmage. 

Encroachment on neutral zone. 

Center, erurad or tackle may not drop back. 

Player in motion less than 5 yards back. 

Player out of bounds when scrimmage begins.

OFFICIALS CODE SIGNALS 

Pushing movement of hands to front with arms hanging vertical: 

— Crawling, pushing or helping runner. 

Hands on hips - Off-side and violation of kick -off 

Military salute - - Unnecessary oughness 

Pushing hands forward from shoulders with hands verticle: 

— Interference wtih forward pass which touches ineligible player. 
Shifting of players in horizontal plane - - _ Penalty refused 

Horizontal Arc of either hand - - - Flayer illegally in motion.

The Tigers will travel north October 28 when they invade Husk- 
crland for a game wth the Kearney Teachers, another member of 
the Nebraska conference, at Kearney. 

And then comes the Big Game. “Wichita University (afternoon) 
at Hays,” says the schedule. But those simple words do not tell of 


the struggles of the past, nor the coming struggles of the future, 
that the phrase conjures for Fort Hays minds* Sweet as a co-ed 
freshman are the Tiger victories over Wichita, 

The conference schedule closes November 19 when the Tigers 
meet the Southwestern Mounbuilders at Winfield after a game the 
previous Saturday with Pittsburg Teachers at Pittsburg. 

There are 18 lettermen back with the Fort Hays squad this year. 
But only five of these were regulars last year and it is* more than 
possible that several newcomers will be prominent on the Tiger foot- 
ball scene this year.
